CONSERVATIVE Richard Drax 
has been re-elected as MP for 
South Dorset - increasing his 
share of the vote to more than 56 
percent. 

In what ended up being a rela¬ 
tively comfortable victory, Mr 
Drax cruised home with just over 
29,000 votes and 56.1 percent of the 
vote share. 

The pro-Brexit MP had no UKIP 
candidate stand against him, and 
it is thought that helped him in¬ 
crease his vote share from what it 
was at the 2015 general election. 

Labour also found cause to cele¬ 
brate as candidate Tashi Warr 
polled 17,440 votes - a share of 
33.6 percent of those cast and a 
vast improvement on 2015 (11,762, 
24.2 percent). 

Mr Drax said: “I know there 
were many thousands who didn’t 
vote Conservative but I will do my 
best without fear or favour for ev¬ 
eryone.” 

This is the third time Mr Drax 
has been victorious in the South 
Dorset constituency, which cov¬ 
ers Weymouth and Portland, after 
first taking the seat from Labour’s 
Jim Knight in 2010.

DORSET County Council has awarded 
new contracts for supported public and 
school transport services. 

The new contracts, which replace those due 
to expire in July, cover seven core public trans¬ 
port routes and 13 secondary/upper schools. 
These have been awarded to four local bus com¬ 
panies: 

• Go South Coast (Damory); 

• First Hampshire and Dorset; 

• South West Coaches; and 

• Vale Coaches 

The new contracts cover two elements of 
travel support provided by the county council, 
which represent a significant step towards re¬ 
alising the council’s Passenger Transport 
Strategy: 

• a core network of seven public bus routes 
between Dorset’s market towns that help sup¬ 
port Dorset’s economy by helping people 
travel to school, college, training or work; and 

• 13 school contracts allocated on a ‘one 
school, one operator’ basis. This provides a 
more simple approach, allowing schools to de¬ 
velop working relationships with a single bus 
company. 

The council’s Cabinet agreed these changes 
last September, following a public consultation 
on the proposals between May and July. 

Fewer routes 

There are around 100 public transport routes 
in Dorset, of which 35 are currently supported 
by the council. About 70 per cent of existing 
public transport routes will continue to operate 
after July. These routes account for more than 
90 per cent of public transport trips in the 
county. 

The council is working with transport opera¬ 
tors to continue some currently subsidised 
routes on a commercial basis. 

The seven public transport routes between 
Dorset’s market towns will start on 24 July. 
These are: 

• Route 1 - Blandford to Sherborne - South 
West Coaches (currently operated by Damory 
as Service X10) 

• Route 2 - Shaftesbury to Gillingham - 
South West Coaches (currently operated by 
Damory as Services 59 and 158) 

• Route 3 - Blandford to Shaftesbury - South 
West Coaches (currently operated by Damory 
as Service X9) 

• Route 4 - Sturminster Newton to Gilling¬ 
ham - South West Coaches (currently oper¬ 
ated by Damory as Service 309) 

• Route 5 - Blandford to Dorchester - First 
Hampshire and Dorset (currently operated by 
Damory as Services X12 and 187) 

• Route 6 - Blandford to Salisbury - Go South 
Coast (currently operated by DCC as Service 
20 ) 


• Route 7 - Sherborne to Dorchester - South 
West Coaches (currently operated by Damory 
as Service Xll) 

The new school contracts, which will start in 
September, are: 

• First Hampshire and Dorset - Beaminster 
School; Sir John Colfox School, Bridport; and, 
Woodroffe School, Lyme Regis. 

• Go South Coast - The Blandford School; 
Ferndown Upper School; Queen Elizabeth’s 
School, Wimborne; Lytchett Minster School; 
Purbeck School, Wareham; and, Thomas 
Hardy’s School, Dorchester. 

• South West Coaches - Gillingham School; 
and, Gryphon School, Sherborne. 

• Vale Coaches - Sturminster Newton High 
School. 

'Smooth as possible' 

The council has been working closely with bus 
companies and schools to make any changes to 
services as smooth as possible. 

Cllr Daryl Turner, Cabinet member for the 
natural and built environment, said: 

“The new contracts have been designed by 
talking with a range of companies and listen¬ 
ing to local people about how we can meet the 
current and future needs of our communities 
and economy with less money available, as 
well as following discussions with potential 
providers and bus companies. 

“We have had to think about travel in a com¬ 
pletely different way, which has meant making 
difficult decisions. This means moving away 


from the old way of subsidising bus companies 
to run commercially unviable services that 
very few people use, to one that looks at the big¬ 
ger picture and how we can work more closely 
with our communities. 

“Schools, parents and pupils will have better 
information by only dealing with one bus com¬ 
pany. We will focus on funding public routes 
that serve 80 per cent of our population and 
help our economy grow. And we are encourag¬ 
ing bus companies to open up more of their 
school routes to the public, providing further 
opportunities to travel, especially for college 
pupils over 16. 

“At the same time, we will continue to help 
rural communities develop their own, more 
flexible options to keep people connected, 
which is resulting in a diverse and expanding 
community transport network.”

A WEYMOUTH ‘town centre 
manager’ is going to be re¬ 
cruited - at a cost of £120,000 
over two years. 

Weymouth BID is putting 
£20,000 towards the first-year 
costs of the new post, which 
will come under the Borough 
Council. 

But the post holder won’t 
have a budget and will have to 
rely on others to spend their 
money to make any improve¬ 
ments identified. 

The position came about 
after complaints about the 
run-down state of some areas 
of the town centre. 

Strategic Director for the 
Borough Council Martin 
Hamilton says the new post¬ 
holder will identify problems 
“liaising with various respon¬ 
sible agencies, the BID, and 
businesses to secure the early 
remedy of problems and de¬ 
velop long-term initiatives to 
improve the centre.” 

■ In another development an 
‘action plan’ has been pub¬ 
lished to transform Wey¬ 
mouth’s Park District, one of 
the most deprived areas in 
Dorset, despite being just 
yards from the seafront. 

It will include tackling the 
area’s drug problem, challeng¬ 
ing petty crime, homelessness 
and poor housing. 

The plan comes from the 
Melcombe Regis Board, which 
was criticised earlier this year 
for being made up of ‘the great 
and good’ and not fully con¬ 
sulting local people who live 
in the area - a complaint 
which the board denied. 

The project has £100,000 
‘seed money’ and will rely on 
various agencies putting in 
their own money and co-oper¬ 
ating with each other. 


The NHS is being asked to 
bear some of the cost with 
plans to tackle smokers, those 
who are overweight, sub¬ 
stance abusers and the many 
people who take no exercise at 
all. 

Other targets, such as im¬ 
proving street lighting, pedes¬ 
trian safety and road lay-outs 
will come down to whether or 
not cash-strapped local coun¬ 
cils can find the money to in¬ 
vest in the area at a time of 
unprecedented austerity. 

It is expected that groups 
such as the Park Community 
Centre, which is well-regarded 
and active, will take the lead 
in developing more activities 
for residents while Weymouth 
College will be asked to en¬ 
courage the area’s young peo¬ 
ple to sign up for 
apprenticeship schemes. 


■ A survey has been launched 
to find out what people who 
live in Melcombe Regis think 
about the area. 

People are being asked to 
have their say about housing, 
job opportunities, the local en¬ 
vironment, health services 
and community safety. 

The survey, which takes 
about five minutes to com¬ 
plete, is open to all residents of 
Melcombe Regis and is avail¬ 
able at the council website 
dorsetforyou.com/mr2017 

Paper copies are also avail¬ 
able at Weymouth Library in 
Great George Street, the Park 
Community Centre in Chelms¬ 
ford Street and Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Council of¬ 
fices in Commercial Road. 

The survey aims to discover 
where improvements for the 
area could be made and what 


opportunities could be created 
for greater community in¬ 
volvement. 

It has been produced by the 
Team Around Melcombe 
Regis, who are a group of com¬ 
munity representatives and 
staff from various agencies 
set up to develop a work pro¬ 
gramme to understand and ad¬ 
dress the opportunities and 
challenges that exist so im¬ 
provements can be made. The 
group consists of residents, as 
well as representatives from 
health, education, police and 
council services. 

The survey will be carried 
out again next year to find out 
if residents think things are 
improving. Responses to the 
survey need to be made by 
July 2nd and the organisers 
hope as many residents as pos¬ 
sible will reply. 


Robber is jailed for ten years 


A MAN who robbed two peo¬ 
ple in Weymouth has been 
jailed for ten years. 

David Christian Kelly, aged 
43 and of no fixed abode, was 
sentenced at Bournemouth 
Crown Court on Monday, 
June 5th after being convicted 
of two robberies following a 
trial. 

On Friday, April 29th 2016, 
at around 7.10pm, Kelly and 
another man went to the home 
address of his first victim, a 
Weymouth man aged in his 
50s. 

Kelly had asked to buy some 
tobacco from the victim and 
followed him into his bedroom 
when he went to get it. 

He then shoved the victim, 
causing him to fall back onto 
the bed. Kelly then leaned over 
him and the victim felt some¬ 
thing cold and sharp against 
his neck.

Kelly demanded money and 
when the victim said he did 
not have any he started going 
through his jeans pockets, tak¬ 
ing out his wallet. He also 
searched the wardrobe before 
leaving the property with the 
second man. 

The victim, who found that 
£135 had been taken from his 
wallet, then called the police. 

Three packets of tobacco, a 
mobile phone and a large bot¬ 
tle containing around £50 in 


coins were also taken. 

Kelly was arrested on Fri¬ 
day, May 13th. 

Whilst on bail for the of¬ 
fence, he committed a further 
robbery. On Wednesday, July 
13th 2016, Kelly’s second vic¬ 
tim, an 18-year-old Weymouth 
man, met a group of unknown 
men in an alleyway off King 
Street in the town at around 
1.30am. 

One of the men offered to 
sell him drugs and he went to 
a nearby flat where an un¬ 
known female was also pre¬ 
sent. All three of them were in 
the bedroom when the victim 
had a sheet placed over his 
head and was pushed onto the 
bed. He described feeling a 
weight on his back and was 
unable to move. 

The victim said he also felt 
something jabbing him in the 
back as his trouser pockets 


were rummaged through. He 
was then picked up by the 
neck and ejected from the 
property, with the door closed 
behind him. The victim 
banged on the door to demand 
his phone back. The door then 
opened and his phone was 
thrown out to him. 

He then went to a nearby 
taxi office, where a member of 
staff contacted police at 
around 2.25am. Officers vis¬ 
ited the flat and arrested 
Kelly. 

Detective Constable Siob- 
han Lovering, of Weymouth 
CID, said: “Kelly subjected 
both of his victims to what 
must have been very frighten¬ 
ing ordeals. I hope this sen¬ 
tence sends out a clear 
message that these kind of of¬ 
fences will not be tolerated 
and that offenders will be dealt 
with robustly.” 


Call-outs for 
lifeboat team 

WEYMOUTH RNLI 
volunteer crews were 
involved in the rescue of a 
stranded paraglider and 
towed a yacht off rocks 
over the weekend. 

The inshore lifeboat was 
launched at 1.50pm on 
Saturday, June 10th to 
reports of a paraglider who 
had landed on a remote 
beach East of White Nothe. 

Once on the scene the 
volunteer crew quickly 
established that the flyer 
was not injured but was 
unable to get up from the 
beach due to the 
surrounding cliffs. 

The sea state was such 
that the lifeboat was not 
able to get ashore so it was 
decided that a Coastguard 
cliff rescue team would be 
the best way of recovering 
the man. The lifeboat 
stayed on scene, just off 
shore, to direct the Wyke 
Regis Coastguard rescue 
team to the right spot. 

Once the paraglider was 
recovered to the cliff top 
the lifeboat was released to 
return to station at 3.45pm. 

On Sunday all-weather 
lifeboat Ernest and Mabel 
was launched at 2.10am to 
reports of a vessel on the 
rocks at Lulworth Cove. 
She was pulled off of the 
rocks and towed back to 
Weymouth Harbour 
arriving at 05.15am.

COUNTRYSIDE and Wildlife 
students from Kingston 
Maurward College have returned 
from the trip of a lifetime with the 
Atlantic Whale Foundation in 
Puerto Colon, Tenerife. 

The AWF has been monitoring 
short-finned pilot whales and 
bottlenose dolphins for the last 25 
years to establish population sizes 
and the effect that charter boats 
have on their behaviour. 

Staff and students went out on 
the charter boats each day and 
recorded the numbers of each 
species, their sex, the exact time 
and location of each interaction - 
and took photographs of the 
whales’ and dolphins’ dorsal fins 
so that they could identify the 
individual animals when they 
returned to the research centre. 

To date over 600 individual pilot 
whales have been identified, with 
a population estimated at over 
800. The whales are attracted to 
the deep water just off the coast 
where there is an abundance of 
food. 

The students volunteered 
during their visit to encourage 
holidaymakers to sign a petition 
to save the critically endangered 
Vaquita porpoise, which is 
threatened as bycatch from 
trawlers fishing in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

They also spoke to the 
passengers about the AWF and 
the work they are doing to 
increase awareness of the threats 
to whale and dolphin populations.

Once installed in 
the museum’s magnificent 
Victorian gallery, there 
will be just inches to spare. 

Dr Jon Murden is under¬ 
standably overjoyed at the 
prospect of Dippy coming 
to town. 

“Dippy’s visit is a once in 
generation opportunity 
and as such we’re expect¬ 
ing a huge demand for tick¬ 
ets,” he said. 

The museum’s online

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Lasting tribute to slavery campaigner 


A FORMER Weymouth MP who 
campaigned against slavery has had 
a monument built to remember him. 

The Bishop of Sherborne dedicated 
the £90,000 monument, made by Wey¬ 
mouth College students, at a cere¬ 
mony on Bincleaves Green. 

Descendants of Sir Thomas Fowell 
Buxton, an MP for Weymouth in the 
1800s, attended the ceremony. 

Buxton already has memorials to 
him in London, Jamaica and Sierra 
Leone. 

The local tribute is the result of 
seven years of work by the Thomas 
Fowell Buxton Society. Founding 
member Dr John Fannon said it was 
a “great relief’ to see the monument 
finally in place. 

Sir Thomas held the Weymouth 
and Melcombe Regis seat from 1818 
to 1837 and is seen as a leading cam¬ 
paigner in getting slavery abolished 
across the British Empire, with the 
exception of India, in 1833. 

“He was a man of great integrity... 
The man was a great philanthropist 
and it seems Wilberforce gets the 
credit for abolishing slavery but he 
was only one of many, many heroes 
of the anti-slavery movement. But it 
was Buxton who put the final cap on 
it,” said Dr Fannon. 

The monument was designed by 
former Weymouth College student 
Peter Loizou, with stone from Albion 
Stone, Portland. 

The Bishop of Sherborne, the 
Right Reverend Karen Gorham, led 
the service of dedication, which was 
attended by the Lord Lieutenant of 
Dorset, the High Sheriff of Dorset

and the Mayor of Weymouth and 
Portland. Also attending and taking 
part in the dedication was the Right 
Reverend Antony Foottit, Bishop of 
Lynn, 1999-2003, where Thomas Fow¬ 
ell Buxton retired after leaving Wey¬ 
mouth. 


There was also a reading by Mrs 
Frances Jones-Davies, elder daugh¬ 
ter of Sir Joscelyn Buxton deceased, 
the 7th Baronet. Amongst others at¬ 
tending was James Buxton, the 
Chairman of the Thomas Fowell 
Buxton Society and his cousin Joe 


Buxton, the family historian. The 
monument itself stands almost five 
metres with a cameo portrait of Sir 
Thomas Fowell Buxton on the North 
West side, his coat of arms on the 
North East side and inscriptions to 
him on the remaining sides.

MOVING IN TOGETHER 


AS OUR population increasingly ages and the social care 
system continues to suffer from underfunding, caring for 
parents can become a worry. Gemma Dunn looks at the 
options 

For many of us, there comes a time when the roles re¬ 
verse, and children find themselves needing to care for 
their ageing parents. 

Caring for your parent(s) in old age may be one of the 
most challenging, complex and emotional tasks you ever 
have to undertake. 

Not only are you trying to balance their needs against 
yours and your own family's, you're also coming to terms 
with the 180-degree role reversal - dubbed 'parentifica- 
tion' - between the elderly parent and child. 

Yet with the population increasingly ageing - one in 12 
people will be aged over 80 by 2039, with the number of 
centenarians projected to rise nearly six-fold to 83,000 - 
it's a reality many of us are likely to face up to. 

SEEKING A CARE HOME 


If you're considering caring for them yourself and having 
them come and live in your home, you might want to take 
into consideration the points raised by charity Carers UK 
(www.carersuk.org). 

This is not an option for many - but if it's a viable solution 
for your family, ensure you consider all aspects before mak¬ 
ing the move. 

For example, do you have the space without putting a 
strain on your living conditions? Moving an elderly parent 
in could cause tension if you need to adapt a ground floor 
room or provide access to specific equipment, to meet mo¬ 
bility needs or otherwise. 

One point to note is moving your relative in won't affect 
your eligibility for support. You're still entitled to a carer's 
assessment and any financial backing and benefits that 
may arise as a result. 

Have a read on the government services website gov.uk, 
where you'll find information covering benefits such as 
Carer's Allowance, Carer's Credits and Community Care 
Grants (www.gov.uk/carers-allowance). 


For some families, the above options might not be viable. 
It's true you can only be a good carer to your parent if you 
are fit and well enough to do so, and other circumstances 
may also come into play that make it difficult or impossible. 
If that's the case, and if looking after your parent at home 
is proving overwhelming, you might want to consider plac¬ 
ing them into a care home. 

This is a case of looking for the one that best suits their 
needs: do they need nursing care, or standard personal 
care? What can certain homes offer the residents? Are you 
happy with what you've seen or heard about the home? 

Whether you're looking at privately owned homes or 
those run by charities, your best bet is to consult the Qual¬ 
ity Care Commission website (www.cqc.org.uk), where you 
can read advice, search a directory and swot up on inspec¬ 
tion reports. 

Alternatively, sheltered housing (smaller, easy-to-manage 
homes, where quite often a 24-hour warden lives on site) 
might appeal. Find out more at www.ageuk.org.uk/home- 
and-care/thinking-about-your-options/sheltered-housing/ 


: HOME OF THEIR OWN 


If a line of support means your elderly parent can re¬ 
main in their own space - in surroundings they recog¬ 
nise, feel comfortable in and are able to manage in - 
home help may well be the best option. 

The type of help available, however, will vary across 
local authorities. While it usually takes the form of home- 
care worker visits in the morning and evening, the extent 
to which care is given depends on your relative's mobil¬ 
ity and how easily they perform personal care tasks, 
such as getting up, getting dressed and cooking a meal.

THE days of Gypsy families roaming 
the countryside may have long gone 
but a handful of Dorset families are 
still keeping many of the traditions 
alive. 

An event to dispel some of the myths 
about Gypsy, Roma and travelling peo¬ 
ple was held in Dorchester’s Borough 
Gardens on Saturday. 

The event was also about challenging 
prejudice and stereotypes and amongst 
the stalls, to spread the message, was 
the Dorset Racial Equality Council. 

“It’s a way of life which is almost im¬ 
possible these days, but our traditions 
are still important to us,” said Mark 
Bartlett as he pinned up a display of old 
family photos, amongst them pho¬ 
tographs of relatives with traditional 
horse and waggon dating back to the 
1920s. 

Mark himself carries on some of the 
traditions by building caravans, al¬ 
though these days they are designed to 
be pulled by car, rather than horse. 
Alongside him was Leon Rawlings, 
from Preston Down, teaching his son, 
Levi, six, the skills of making wooden 
clothes pegs. 

One of the first things you notice is 
that while most of us would hold the 
hazel stick and move the knife to peel 
the bark, Leon does the opposite. The 
knife stays still and the stick is moved. 

“It’s much safer, you’ve got more 
control,” he says, explaining that if wil¬ 
low, another traditional clothes peg 
wood, was used instead, you probably 
wouldn’t need the knife. 

“You can peel the bark with your 
hands,” said Leon, who was taught the 
skills by his parents. “They used to 
make just about anything, including 
baskets and beehives.”

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TOP STEPS TO PLANTING LAST-MINUTE 
PATIO POTS THIS SUMMER

• Make sure plants have good drainage 

Line the base of pots with drainage holes 
with crocks (bits of broken pot) or some 
other material, which will allow free 
drainage because most patio plants won't 
enjoy sitting in water and wet roots. I 
usually use the polystyrene I bought the 
bedding plants in because it's lighter than 
crocks if you are going to be moving the 
pots around. Then fill the pot with 
multi-purpose compost to around three- 
quarters full, adding water-retaining 
crystals to the mix. 

• Structure your display 

Put your main plant in first, which should 
be taller than the trailers which go around 
it and will spill over the side of the pot. The 
tall plant will form the framework for the 
rest of the display. Fill around the edges 
with smaller plants such as trailing lobelia, 
bacopa and verbena, adding compost as 
you go. Often people will use a miniature 
conifer as the tall aspect of the display, but 
you can just as easily use upright 
geraniums or osteospermums in smaller 
containers or more exotic plants like spiky 


cordylines or exotic-looking cannas if you 
have bigger pots and want a more tropical- 
looking display. 

• Keep them well watered 

Water newly-planted plants in well. If it's 
dry, you will need to water the plants every 
day and in prolonged dry spells, twice a 
day. Do it early morning or at dusk to 
reduce evaporation. Remember that the 
smaller the pot you use, the more watering 
the plants will need because there will be 
limited compost to retain moisture. Go for 
the largest pots you have to help avoid 
being a slave to the watering can or 
hosepipe. 



IF YOUR garden is looking like it might 
need a little bit of love as the peak of 
summer draws closer and you're worried 
you may have missed the boat in terms 
of creating a grassy haven upon which to 
enjoy the summer, fear not - there are 
plenty of simple jobs you can do to 
breathe some life back into your lawn 
and garden. 

Although our British climate continues 
to be indecisive, we have seen some of 
the hottest days of 2017 in May so far, so 
it is important to keep your lawn and 
plants well hydrated - but don't forget to 
be water wise - use recycled water where 
possible. 

Key jobs for July 

• Unless there is a drought, regular 
mowing is a must, but remember that 
lawn growth slows through July, so raise 


the cutting height of your mower to 
25mm (2") as the month moves on. 

• Keep your borders looking glorious; 
tackle weeds that are thriving in the 
sunshine by hoeing them out of the soil 
as soon as they emerge and deadhead 
bedding plants to ensure continuous 
flowering throughout the summer. 

• Move plants from the conservatory 
outside, but remember to keep them 
watered. 

• While the weather is dry, get outside 
and give any woodwork a lick of paint or 
preserver. 

• And most importantly, July through to 
September, is the ideal time to apply a 
late summer 'feed and weed' to the lawn.

HOWTO LOOK AFTER YOUR LAWN IN SUMMER

SUMMER is the time when your lawn gets 
a hammering - from kids, garden party 
guests and pets. So, when the heat is on, 
how do you keep your grass looking 
great? 

• Maintenance 

This spring has been dry and cool and 
we are now into summer - now is not a 
good time to be doing much in the way 
of the aeration and scarification. Cut 
your lawn correctly by not mowing 
below 25mm in summer. 



• Mowing 

The most common mistakes concern 
cutting height and when not to cut. 
When cutting in spring, keep the height 
at not less than 25mm (1 in). In warmer, 
drier periods raise the height of the cut 
to 40mm (1.5in), but if it remains really 
dry and watering is difficult, then up to 
50mm (2in). When the grass is not grow¬ 
ing and is becoming brittle, do not cut it. 
If the lawn has become dry, watering is 
essential if you want to keep it looking 
good and you may have to increase your 
watering program to recover the lawn. 
Only when you start to see the lawn re¬ 
cover, is it time to restart cutting again.

• Watering 

Adapt your watering schedule to the 
weather. If you do not water the grass, it 
will dehydrate and a weak lawn will leave 
an opportunity for weeds and all the 
wrong types of grass to germinate and 
grow in it. Water using a sprinkler, mov¬ 
ing it about the lawn from place to place 
leaving it in each area for approximately 
10 minutes but no longer. Some people 
soak it once a week but we find it best to 
start watering before the soil dries out. If 
the lawn has slight tinges of brown, then 
get watering now. 



• Treatments 

These should be nutrition-based and 
applied at both the start and towards the 
end of the summer. By applying an early 
and late summer treatment, each plant 
in your lawn will be strengthened to with¬ 
stand warm conditions and will ensure a 
healthy and vibrant green coloured lawn 
for you to enjoy on long summer days.

Watering vegetables 



THE watering season has begun in earnest 
and vegetables will need much of your 
time. Water them in the evening, when the 
sun has gone down, to minimise evapora¬ 
tion. If the ground is already really dry, 
sprinkle the surface before doing the 
proper watering a few minutes later, once 
the sprinkled water has penetrated. The 
first dampening wets the surface and 
reduces water lost from surface run-off. 
Obviously, water is all-important to crops, 
but there are certain vegetables which you 
shouldn't over-water or they will under¬ 
perform. Once established, unless there's a 
drought, root vegetables such as beetroot 
and carrot should not be watered, along 
with perennial crops such as asparagus and 
globe artichoke. Their roots should go 
down deep into the soil and will find 
available moisture. 

However, you must water all newly 
planted and sown vegetables for a few 
weeks until they are established, and those 
grown in containers, daily, if necessary. 
Beans, courgettes and tomatoes all need 
watering regularly. Make sure you water 
tomatoes daily when the fruit is swelling. If 
you leave it a few days and then soak them, 
you may find that the base of the fruits split 
and then you'll lose them. 
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WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK

• Lift forget-me-nots which have not been 
used in spring bedding schemes and reset 
them in a spare corner of the garden. 

• Pinch out young fruit growth on trained 
fruit trees at the fourth leaf. Leave the lead¬ 
ing growth at the end of each stem. 

• Make more sowings of carrots, turnips, 
beet, lettuce and ridge cucumbers. 

• Continue to hoe between plants and 
apply and refresh mulches to discourage 
weeds. 


• Place collars round stems of summer 
cabbage to discourage cabbage root fly. 



• Plant out runner beans raised under glass. 

• Harden off aubergines, marrow, peppers, 
pumpkins and tomatoes grown from seed 
before planting outside. 

• Prune deciduous spring-flowering shrubs 
over three years old as they finish flower¬ 
ing. 

• Raise new plants of deciduous azaleas, 
magnolias and other shrubs by layering 
low-growing shoots of young growth to soil 
level. Keep soil round shoots layered earlier 
in the year constantly moist.

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PCC Marytn Underhill discusses Police and Crime Plan 


D ORSET Police and 
Crime Commissioner 
Martyn Underhill writes 
about National Volunteers' 
Week, as well as the content of 
the new Police and Crime Plan 
and forthcoming summer en¬ 
gagement events. 

AS PART of National Volun¬ 
teers’ Week, I was lucky to 
spend time discussing the new 
Police and Crime Plan with a 
group of our fantastic volun¬ 
teers. 

I have always referred to the 
fact that one in 10 people in 
Dorset volunteer as a hum¬ 
bling statistic, a figure that in¬ 
creased significantly during 


the ‘Olympic Surge’ in Wey¬ 
mouth in 2012. 

Dorset people should be 
proud of what they do to help 
others; whether it is in polic¬ 
ing, charity work or other 
public services, they really do 
make a difference. 

Inside policing, every year, 
selfless individuals donate 
thousands of hours of their 
time. 

Countless community sche¬ 
mes would not operate, views 
would not be collected and po¬ 
lice operations would not be 
possible without the commit¬ 
ment of our volunteers. 

As I look ahead to the busy 
summer events - one of the 


most important consultation 
periods of the year -1 feel re¬ 
assured that I will have a team 
of dedicated volunteers beside 
me who understand the im¬ 
portance of hearing the views 
of Dorset residents. 

Throughout the year, I am 
truly humbled by the passion 
that my volunteers demonstr¬ 
ate and am well aware that the 
invaluable consultation we do 
with the public would not be 
as thorough and effective if we 
could not call on our volun¬ 
teers. 

It is not only through com¬ 
munity engagement that vol¬ 
unteers help me to fulfil the 
post of police and crime com¬ 


missioner. Eighteen Indepen¬ 
dent Custody Visitors (ICVs) 
play a crucial part in ensuring 
that people detained in cus¬ 
tody are receiving the correct 
treatment. 

Through regular, unannou¬ 
nced visits, the ICVs gain a 
valuable insight into custody 
conditions and discuss their 
findings at quarterly team 
meetings, to uphold standards 
and seek improvements to 
strengthen police accountabil¬ 
ity. You can find out more 
about their role here. 

In the past, Office of the Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner 
panel volunteers have helped 
us take decisions on how best 


to allocate funding via com¬ 
munity grants to many valu¬ 
able charities and community 
groups throughout Dorset. 

Though the commissioning 
process is changing, their ex¬ 
pertise will be drawn on for 
other activity and I am excited 
to explore new ways of work¬ 
ing together. 

When it comes to creating 
new policy in relation to polic¬ 
ing and community safety, we 
will regularly be consulting 
with our volunteers who pro¬ 
vide a fantastic source of local 
knowledge and experience. 

Public contact of this sort re¬ 
ally helps us to maintain a po¬ 
lice service that is in touch 


with local needs, views and 
concerns. 

It is vitally important that 
Dorset Police continues to be 
an accessible, open and re¬ 
sponsive force and volunteers 
are integral to achieving this.

Get checked: it's Cervical Cancer 
Awareness Week - June 12th-18th 


YOUNG women in Dorset are being urged to go 
for screenings during Cervical Cancer Aware¬ 
ness Week, which runs from June 12th to June 
18th. 

Clinicians report that everyday nine women in 
the UK are diagnosed with cervical cancer - the 
most common cancer in women under 35 - and 
three will lose their lives. 

During the week, which aims to raise aware¬ 
ness of cervical cancer and how it can be pre¬ 
vented, women are being told to not let 
embarrassment prevent them from attending 
cancer screenings. 

Thanks to cervical screening and the HPV 
vaccination programme, cervical cancer is 
largely preventable, however, one in four women 
don't attend their cervical screening appoint¬ 
ments, particularly woman aged between 25 and 
29. 


Dr Karen Kirkham, local GP and assistant clini¬ 
cal chair at Dorset CCG, said: "It is really impor¬ 
tant that women make the time to take up their 
screening appointments. 

"It is the most important active step you can 
take to avoid developing cervical cancer. 

"The test is very simple, only takes about five 
minutes, and usually performed by an experi¬ 
enced practice nurse at your GP surgery. 

"Being screened regularly means that any ab¬ 
normal cells of the cervix can be identified at an 
early stage and, if necessary, treated to stop can¬ 
cer developing. It is a preventative measure that 
could save your life. 

"If you have received a letter from your GP 
surgery inviting you to attend a screening, 
please make sure you make an appointment and 
take this step to help prevent cancer."

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Facts about Father's Day 



1) Father’s Day was first thought up by 
American Sonora Smart Dodd who 
wanted to honour her father, a war 
veteran and single parent, who raised 
his six children. The first recognised 
Father’s Day was celebrated on June 
19th,1910. 

2) Unlike Mother’s Day, Father’s Day 
was originally met with laughter. It 
was the target of much satire, parody 
and derision with a local newspaper 
complaining that it would lead to 
mindless promotions such as ‘National 
Clean Your Desk Day’. 

3) The first American president to 
support the concept of Father’s day was 
President Calvin Coolidge, who did so 
in 1924... but it wasn’t until in the year 


1966 that President Lyndon Johnson 
signed a presidential proclamation that 
resulted in the declaration of the third 
Sunday of June as Father’s Day. 

4) Father’s Day is the fifth-largest 
card-sending holiday, according the 
greetings card makers Hallmark. 
Approximately seven million Father’s 
Day cards are sent each year across the 
UK, compared with 13 million Mother’s 
Day cards. 

5) In Germany, Father’s Day is 
celebrated differently from other 
parts of the world. Mannertag (Men’s 
day) is celebrated by getting drunk 
with wagons of beer and indulging 
in regional food. Police and 
emergency services are on high alert 


during the day! 

6) If you are thinking of going for a flo¬ 
ral gift, traditionally fathers should be 
given the gift of white or red roses. The 
rose is the official flower for Father’s 
Day. Wearing a red rose signifies a 
living father, while a white one repre¬ 
sents deceased father. 

7) The most popular Father’s Day pre¬ 
sent - perhaps unsurprisingly - is a tie. 

8) Although there is no evidence of its 
origin, it is believed that the word 
“Dad” dates back to as early as the six¬ 
teenth century. It is said to come from 
the first syllables uttered by babies ‘pa’ 
plus the kinship suffix ‘ter’ - 
accounting for the latin ‘Pater’, the 
Spanish ‘Padre’ and the French ‘Pere’.

Town (5) 155-9 by 2 wickets 
DORCHESTER continued their re¬ 
cent good form with a win against a 
competitive Poole Town. 

Captain Simon Mitchem was de¬ 
lighted with his side’s display both 
with bat and particularly with the 
ball. 

Deciding to field the county town 
bowling attack kept the Poole bats¬ 
men on their mettle with all six pro¬ 
ducing outstanding displays to make 
scoring difficult. 

Mitchem who thinks his side have 
probably the best bowling attack in 
the league told View Sport : “We 
bowled really well and put the ball in 
the right place making it difficult to 
get away.

Currently ranked 14th in 
England for the 50m freestyle 
in her age group, McRobbie, 
has been with WDSC since the 
age of nine and has worked 
upwards through the different 
squads, winning medals at 
various Open Meets across 
the South West, at the Dorset 
County Championships. Lau¬ 
ren enjoys playing netball and 
athletics and would love to be 
involved in sport as a career. 


Amie Buttle is also from 
Dorchester. She started swim¬ 
ming for WDSC when she was 
just five years old, and ob¬ 
tained her well deserved qual¬ 
ification time for the 800m 
Freestyle event at the English 
Nationals this year, after just 
missing out over the last few 
years. 

Unfortunately Buttle, who is 
currently studying Medical 
Engineering at the University 
of Surrey, has accepted a sum¬ 
mer job in America. 

However, Buttle who trains 
with Guildford Swimming 
Club during term time, was 
within touching distance this 
year of English National qual¬ 
ifying times for the 100m back- 
stroke and 200m freestyle. 

Although now 20, she is not 
giving up and shows that with
